StB.0. 94. — In exercise of the powers conferred ty article 309 of the Consti- 
tution, the President hereby makes the following i rules further to amend the 
Civilians in Defence Services (Study Leave) Huies, 1964, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Civilians in Defence Services (Study 
Leave) (Amendment) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Civilians In Defence Stervlces (Study Leave) Rules, 1904, for sub-rule 
(2) of rule 4, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely;— 

"(2) Where a Government servant borne permanently on the cadre of one 
department or establishment is serving temporarily in another depart- 
ment or establishment, the grant of study leave to him shall be sub- 
ject to the condition that concurrence of the department or the 
establishment to which he is permanently attached Is obtained before 
leave Is granted”.

1. (1) These rules may be Called the Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces Head* 
quarters Class HI Non-Gazetted Non-ministerlal posts of Artists Grades I, II and 
HI Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1971.

8.R.O. 97, — Inexercise ofthe powers conferred bytheprovifotoar'lcle 300 of theconsti- 
tutlon, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the mcihrd cf rectuilment to 
class IV posts in the Army Service Corps of the Ministry of Defence, namely 


1. Short title and commencement, (i) These rules be called the Army Service Corps 

(Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971. (2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the offlciel Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts spec'fied in column 2 of the Schedule 

annexed to these rules. 

3. Classification and scales c/ pay.— The classification cf the said posts and the scales of pay 

attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 and 4 cf the sa’d Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — ( i) The method of recruitment to the 

said posts, the age limit, qual fications and other rnattcrs relating thereto shall be as. 
specified in columns 5 to r3 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed in column 6 cf the said Schedule for direct 
recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories cf pcrscns in accordance with ihn 
general orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications (i) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, having 

a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by reason of its 
taking place during the lifetime of such spouse, shall be eligible for appointment to- 
any ofthc said posts. (2) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband 
having a wife living at the time of sudt marriage or who has married a person who has- 
a wife living at the time of such matraige, sMl be eligible, for appointment to any 
of the said posts. (3) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there ate 
special grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necesfary and 

expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any:
